INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



Agreement was not reached on the patentability of any particular claims. 

The parties discussed the teachings of Kenny with respect to the features recited 
in claims 1 and 12. The summary of the discussions set forth by the Examiner in the 
continuation sheet have been reviewed, and are believed to accurately set forth the subject 
matter of the discussions with the following clarifications. 

In the continuation sheet it is recited "It was also stated that Kenny does not teach 
a tool rest". Rather, it was stated during the interview that Kenny teaches a lathe having 
a T-shaped tool rest which is removed and replaced by Kenny's tool rest. Kenny does not 
teach a tool extending past and supported by a stablization assembly, and the tool rest. 
Rather, Kenny teaches a toolrest (as seen in '529 Fig. 14) which comprises of "a hollow 
mounting shaft 51 [that] is slidable in the direction of arrow Z within the sleeve 49" and a 
blade mounting shaft 45. (Col. 6, Lns. 56-60). 

In the continuation sheet it is stated "Applicants stated that unlike the prior art, the 
instant invention prevents downward forces from being applied to the tool when the 
hollowing tool is inserted deep into the work piece." Rather, it was stated during the 
interview that Applicants' invention prevents downward movement of the tool which is likely 
to occur as the workpiece is hollowed and the tool is inserted further into the workpiece to 
hollow out the workpiece. 
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The foregoing is intended to be a complete summary of the Interview which 
occurred on August 24, 2006. Should the Examiner have any comments or questions 
regarding the foregoing, Applicant's attorney is happy to discuss same with the Examiner.
